This invention (elates to improvements in clasticizcd 
panties in the c.itccory of so-called "briefs," in that the 
garment is Ic less and is adapted to elastically fit about 
the wearer's legs. 

My general object is to provide a novel construction 
for garments of this type, whereby it is possible to achieve 
the dual advantages of gudle confinement and freedom 
of n brief, while eliminating what ordinarily would result 
in excessive leg pleasure or confinement by reason of 
clasttciring the garment as a whole. 

In accordance with the invention, the present garment 
is reduced to a simple construction and combination of 
a torso encircling elastic body portion which-serves the 
purposes of a girdle, and a ftont panel and crotch por¬ 
tion so associated therewith as to lorrn. with independent 
capacities for movement as later described, an overlying 
front reinforcement and means in conjunction with the 
body, providing the lea openings. 

The stated relationship between the body, panel and 
crotch components, is achieved by forming the body for 
complete tcuso encirclement in the manner of a girdle 
by sewing the panel at the waist and along opposite edges 
to locations spaced above the front bottom of the body, 
all in a manner such that the panel overlies the body 
and has freedom for movement or stretching relative 
thereto, except where the two are sewn together, so that 
the boitom extent of the panel and crotch section have 
freedom for wear conformance independently of the 
body. As will appear, bottom edge extents of the body 
together with continuing edges of the crotch section, form 
the leg openings Dy teason of the relative freedom of 
the crotch and panel sections, the garment fits about the 
legs without the degree of tcnsion.ng normally encoun¬ 
tered in claslicircd leg opening briefs, thus assuring com¬ 
fort to the weater without excessive tightening about the 
legs Ihc panel structure serves the fuither important 
function of reinforcing the front area of the girdle for 
abdominal confinement, an clfect which is enhanced by 
the capacity of the crotch section in the svorn condition 
of the garment to r nvion downwardly the panel area. 

All these as well as additional features and objects of 
the invention will be understood more fully from the fol¬ 
lowing deta led description of an illustrative embodiment 
shown by the accompanying drawing in which: 

HO 1 is a front perspective view of the garment in 
worn condition; 

I IO. 2 is a View showing rhe garment in front elevation: 

HO 3 ts an enlarged cross scctioo on line 3—3 of 
FIG. 2; and 

FIO. 4 is a fragmental) enlarged section on line 4_4 

of FIG. 2 

Hie garment is shown to comprise a body portion, gen¬ 
erally indicated ,n 10. which encircles the torso and is 
made of clastic fabric, all in a configuration compatible 
with panty brief si/e, but which has the characteristics of 
n girdle in ih.it it has the capacity to confine anJ shape 
the body of the we iter. As illustrated, ti e garment body 
111 is shown to Compri-c n front section II nude of fabric 
h iving its cliJic threads running vertically and sewn In 
a main body portion 11 for nun: the sides and rear of 
thr garment, jlone scam lines 13 running from the front 
bottom edit' I t of the body to its waist line 15 and felted 
imJer band 16 I’tcferably the bojy portion 12 is made 
of fihrir havin™ ,rt cli.tie threads running horizontally 1 
to allorJ somewhat greater stretch resistance and body 
confinement in that diicction.

Overlying the front section II and sewn to the body 
along seams 17 coincident with the body seams 13 is a 
panel 18 stitched to the body at l't and along the waist- 
r line 15, the panel being made of elastic fabric having 
G its threads running horizontally in keeping with the elas¬ 
tic thread direction of the body portion 12. 'I lie seams 
17 terminate, as illustrated, above the bottom edge 14 
of the body, and the panel edges thence converge in¬ 
wardly at 2!) to join the continuing convergent edges 21 
10 of a narrowing crotch piece 22 sewn at 23 to the bot¬ 
tom of the panel 18 and connected at 24, see FIG. 3, to 
the body portion 12 at the rear of the garment. The 
crotch piece 22. which in some respects may be regarded 
as a continuance of the panel 13. has felt-likc edge bn- 

15 ings 25 which continue as linings at 2$ within the bot¬ 

tom edges of the body 10. It is preferred to make the 
crotch piece 22 of clastic fabric having its elastic threads 
running vertically, or generally normal to the panel elas¬ 
tic threads. 

20 From the explanation given, it will be observed that 
other than along its siJe and top edges of attachment 
to the body, the panel 18, together with the crotch piece 
22, is capable of stretching relative to and independently 
of the body 10 Thus, while the latter serves the girdle- 
25 characteristic functions, the panel and crotch piece are 

free to serve in conjunction with the body, as a front 

panel reinforcement productive of a abdominal flattening 
et.'cct, anJ also to form the forward edge portions of the 
leg openings 27, all in a manner such that the garment 
30 is properly and comfortably conformed to the legs o( the 
wearer, but without that degree of elastic confinement 
which would produce indentation and localized bulging 
if the leg openings were defined by continuously endless 
tensioned elastic. Further in connection with the added 
35 cbJominal support afforded by the front panel, the ca¬ 
pacity of the latter to stretch downwardly under tension 
transmitted from the crotch piece 22 in the worn condi¬ 
tion of the garment, results in a supplementation of in¬ 
herent elastic properties of the panel by the added stretch¬ 
ing, generally vertical, transmitted by the crotch piece. 

I claim: 

1. An elasticized “brier undergarment comprising a 
torso encircling body made of elastic fabric, a wide up- 
per panel of clastic material overling a substantial por- 

* 3 lion of the front of said body anJ having side edges 
sewn to said body along extents running from the bouy 
vv.ust downwardly to locations spaced above the front 
bottom edge of the boJy, said panel having lower side 
xn com,nu;Ul °ns of said upper edges which extend 
U freely of attachment to the body below said locations, 
and a crotch portion connected at one end to the bot¬ 
tom of said panel and at the other end to the bottom part 
of the rear of said body, the panel being progressively 
narrowed downwardly between said lower edges to meet 
03 said crotch portion of the garment, the lower free ed-es 
of the panel and the crotch portion together with a bot¬ 
tom edge of the body defining leg openings the ed -es of 
which are adapted to elastically tit the wearer, sakl panel 
Co "I., W ° r " coml, . ,,on of ,h e Eorment elastically imposing 
abdominal flattening force upon the underlying bojy of 
the garment. 

2. A garment according to claim I, in which said body 
and panel are free of interconnection except at the waist 

j. anJ along said sewn upper side edges. 

3. A garment according to claim 2. in which the bot¬ 
tom cJge of the body curves upwardly from the rear con¬ 
nection with said crotch portion throughout the edge ex¬ 
tent underlying said panel. 

0 * A g irment according to claim 3. in which said panel 

is fornicJ of a section having its bottom edge curved in 
overlying general correspondence with the underlying 
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body edge. and said crotch portion is sewn to said cursed 
edge of the panel section. 

5. A garment according to claim 4. in which the body 
and panel are funned of fabric having clastic ihrcaJs 
running hon/ontally and sa;d crotch portion is formed 5 
of fabric having elastic threads running longitudinally 
of the crotch portion. 

6 . A garment according lo claim 2, in which the free 
lower side edges of said panel converge directly below

Upon review of the apecification, Examiner will note 
primarily the structures and functions of tho front elastici- 
zed panel ltt in iia particular overlying relation to the body 
of tha ga.sent. A genera] objective to bo achieved is to 
supplement tho body shaping ana confining capacities «>r the 
underlying girdlc-like section of the garment, with an over- 
lyin' clastic lied pinel so related by it* sh*.*e chc •actcria- 
tics to the body of the garment as to afford desirable 
freedom, while iiupooing upon, not underneath, tr.o body t 
the garment a supplemental stomach flattening affect result¬ 
ing both from the disclosed association of these fforr.'nt com¬ 
ponents and from the fact that th/* overlying front panel is 
elastlclitcd and in tha worn condition of the garoent, ir.posec 
elastically yioldim; forces upon the body eneath. 

Any auch concept is clearly Inching in Rosenthal 
who sherds simply an elastic red girdle body at tnc mr.jd a 
of which is sewn a soft fabric insert 5 extending from thu 
rear of the garment to the walstlino in front, with stitch¬ 
ing at 8 nan an intermediate elastic piece at 10.

lattor would or could necessarily have any fuch efforts, 
sheuId tho crotch piece bo tensioned, apparently tho cnly 
effect it could havo on tho outside body would bo to exert 
some tension along thf» seam lines 9, hat obviously tha 
insert could not have an overall stomach area flattening 
effect because it would tend to pull away from the stomach

It is not seen wherein the pertinency of Rosenthal 
is enhanced by Roura et al, since in Fxg3. 1 and 2 the entire 
garment is emphasized as being made of inelastic material, 
whereas in Figs. 3 and 4 the sections 4a arid 5a only are 
elastic. Tho front of the garment has no component either 
Inside or outside, corresponding to applicant's panel 18, 

The claims are considered to clearly distinguish 
patcntably over the references In claiming a front panel 
of elastic material which is defined as over lying, the body, 
und having in over lying relation therewith the Side c.\<» ex¬ 
tents and configurations as defined. To further 
tho effect of these distinctions, tho panel i* now character¬ 
ised as elastically imposing, in the worn condltior of the 
garment, stomach flattening force upon tho underlying body. 

Tho further limitations recited in the dependent 
claims, particularly 3 through 6, are direct.*’d to ftatuicsi 
which have no counterparts in the references coneldored 
individually or collectively. 

In the absence of more pxrtincr.t art, the claims 

would appear more clearly allowable.

Applicant'a amendment and renarks appended thereto 
have been given very careful consideration, and the action 
which follows haa been made In full view thereof. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected as unpatentable o*er 
Rosenthal, of record. The terma of the claims, ao broadly 
set forth, are substantially met by this reference which 
shows an elnatlclzed undergarment, comprising a torso 
encircling body, and a front panel (7) having aide odgec 
sewn to said body along extents running from the body 
waist downv.'ardly to locations spaced above the^bottoiy 
edge, ao shown in Fig. 3 and the panel having lowerTsldo 
continuations of said upper edges and extending free of 
// attachment tc the body. r The Inclusion of *’a front qanel 
H ...overlying the front of the body" Involves merely a 
simple expcdlont of choice. Thlo would be an obvious 
reversal of arrangements. No new nor unobvioue result 
or advantage Is ooen in disposing ths front pcnel upen thr 
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front body portion. The recitation of a curved edge 
portion and elaatic fabric" in the crotch portion represent 
no more than the skillful arrangement ot* elescntiKjell 
known In this crowded art. These features are those 
which would flow naturally from the teachings of tne 
prior art within the capabilities of one of ordinary 

A 

skill in the art of body supports. 

— Claims 1-6 are rcjcoted. 

This rejection is made FINAL . 

The patent to Lax reflects a front panel 
superimposed upon a girdle body, the lower edges of sold 
panel having a curved configuration.

REMARKS 


Tho applicant acknowledges gratfully tho court, < 
of an interview with the Examiner on January 20, At 
the interview, considerable discussion took place rcga:d. 
the form of tne claims and also their relationship to t.m 
Rosenthal rclerencc. 

as the Examiner has indicated in tho CT"f ie.'.al 
Action of December 10, 1963, one of the principal dUitfiv:

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between the applicant's garment and that disclosed in . 
Rosenthal lieu in the fact that the applicant^* *pun«l" 
overlies ok is on the cutside of the torso cr.circLing 
body. However, this is not. as suggested, merely a 
matter of choice since the applicant's structure per¬ 
mits achieving a result which is not possible in. or 
even comprehended by. Rosenthal's patent. /in the 
applicant's structure, when tension is applied to the 
crotch portion, the "panel* is tensioned, and this can 
impose a flattening force on the underlying abdominal 
portions of the wearer. Such force is aupcric.v'sscd on 
that of the f*rso encircling body to produce an impor¬ 
tant cooperative eff octy/ On the other hard, in Rosenthal, 
when tension is applied downwardly by the crotch pc.i:r*a, 
the insert would be pulled inwardly away from the to;vv 
encircling bqdy.^ consequently, the cooperative flat tc«ir..j 
force which'the applicant achieves would not be pos z. 

In addition, it should be noted that Rosenthal's cc .-w' 7 
is not oaid to be elasticized but is only attached ly 
clasticizcd member to the crotch port-on. Again t! 
minimizes the capacity of Rosenthal's structure to rurctia.i 
in the desired manner. 

At the interview, counsel submitted for cc-sidiizi- 

tlon by the Examiner, samples of the applicant's gai*::.r 
0 

and of Rosenthals msde up in accordance with th-» dirolr. jtj* 
of the patent* The inability of Rosenthal's structure to 
ochi~ r e the same results as applicant's is bcliov. *t '..y : 
boon quite clearly seen by examination of these grrsor-.t*. 
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Tito claims have been modified in a number of 
respects and in accordance with discussions at the 
interview, in particular* claim 1 has now been written 
ao claim 7 and it indicates that a substantial portion 
of the front of the body of the garment is covered by 
the free panel. This brings out the fact that a signi¬ 
ficant cooperative relationship between the panel and tho 
body is possible. These amendment* should be considered 
along with the element, already in the claim, which 
indicates that the panel becomes progressively narrowed 
near its bottom and to meet the crotch portion, thereby 
bringing out the faev. that the panel is wider than the 
crotch portion. *. .. 

The claim also has been amended so that the 
crotch portion is positively recited as a structural though 
integral element, as suggested, and to specify that the 
flattening which in achieved is abdominal rather than of 
the stomach. The latter change was made inaumuch as the type 
of garment involved applies most Of its force in areas of the 
abuomcn below the stomach. 

Por these reasons, it is submitted that the 
claims properly define the invention and are patentable 
over Rosenthal. Their early allowance is respect fully 
solicited.

This invention relates to elasticizcd panties in the 
category of so-called ’ briefs.” in that the garment is leg¬ 
less and is adapted to elastically fit about the wearer's 
legs. The present application is directed to improve¬ 
ments in the type of structure dealt with in ray co-pend- 
Ing application. Serial No. 238,354. filed November 20, 
1962 on "Elasticiied Panty Garment.'' 

My eariler application provides for garments of this 
type which achieve the dual advantages of girdle confine¬ 
ment and freedom of a brief, while eliminall ■« excessive 
leg pressure or confinement by reason of elr. .. -izing the 
garment as a whole. Structurally, this result is achieved 
by a simple combination of a torso-encircling clastic body 
portion which serves the purposes of a girdle, and a front 
panel having a crotch portion so associated therewith as 
to form, with independent capacities for movement as 
later described, an overlying front reinforcement and 
means in conjunction with the body, providing the leg 
openings. 

The stated relationship between the body, panel and 
crotch components, is achieved by forming the body for 
complete torso-encirclement in the manner of a girdle 
by sewing the panel at the waist and along opposite edges 
to the body, all in a manner such that the panel overlies 
the body and has freedom for movement or stretching 
relative thereto, except where the two are sewn lopether, 
so that the bottom extent of the panel and crotch section 
have freedom for wear conformance independently of 
the body. Bottom edge extents of the body together with 
continuing edges of the crotch section, form the leg open¬ 
ings. By reason of the relative freedom of the crotch 
ar>J panel sections, the garment fits about the legs with¬ 
out the degree of tensioning normally encountered in 
clasticized leg opening briefs, thus assuring comfort to 
the wearer without excessive lightening about the legs. 
The panel structure serves the further important function 
of reinforcing the front area of the girdle for stomach 
confinement, an effect which is enhanced by the capacity 
of the crotch section in the worn condition of the garment 
to tension downwardly the panel area. 

The primary object of the present invention is to pro¬ 
vide a garment characterized as in the foregoing, where¬ 
in the elasticired body and fiont panel portions base 
freedom for relative movements and conformances, bat 
wherein 1 have incorporated an interconnection which 
supplements the stomach flattening e lect of the front area 
of the body of the garment As wilt appear, tails result 
it achieved by attachment of a crotch piece, preferably 
of non-elastic material and freely llcxible fabric, to the 
bottom of the body front and to the crotch area defined 
by downward extension of the overljing front panel. 
The resulting effect, in the worn condition of the parment. 
Is to transmit tension from the front panel crotch extent 
to the bottom of the underlying body, in a manner im¬ 
parting to the latter the capacity for penerally vertical, 
as well as honrontal, confinement of the stomach. 

Alt these at well as additional features aitJ objects of 
the invention will bo underdose.! more fully from the 
following detailed description of an illustrative embodi¬ 
ment shown by the accompanying drawing m which: 

HG. I is a front perspective view of the garment in 
worn condition; 

ITG. 2 is a view stiowing the garment in fu>nt elevation. 

FIG. 3 is an enlarged cross section on line 3—3 of 
MU. 2. and

The garment is shown to comprise a bedy portion, 
generally indicated at 19. which encircles the torso and 
is made of elastic fabric, all in a configuration compiti- 
6 blc with panty brief size, but whi.li lias the characteristics 
of a girdle in that it has the capacity to confine and shape 
the body of the wearer. As illustruted, the garment 
body 10 is shown to be made, in practical efieet, of elastic 
fabric II having its clastic thread', running horizontally 
10 to atlord greater stretch resistance and body confinement 
in that direction. 

Overlying the front of the body and sewn thereto along 
scams 12 is a panel 13 stitched to the body at 14 and 
along the waistline IS. the panel being made of elastic 
15 fabric having its threads running vertically, or generally 
normal to the clastic thread direction of the body portion 
10. The seams 12 terminate, as illustrated, above the 
bottom edge 15 of the body, and the panel edges thence 
converge inwardly at 17 to |oin the continuing convcr- 
20 gent edges 18 of a narrowing crotch extent 19 sewn 
at 29, see HG. 3, to the body portion 19 at the rear 
of the garment. The crotch extent 19. which may be 
regarded as a continuance of l ie panel 13. has (eltlike 
edge linings 21 which continue as linings at 22 within 
25 the bottom edges of the body 10 Like the body of the 
panel, the crotch piece 19 has its elastic threads running 
vertically. 

From the explanation given, it will be observed that 
other than along its s'de and top eJ 0 :s of attachment lo 
30 the body, (he panel 13, together with its crotch extersien 
19, is capable of stretching relative lo and indeperislemly 
of the body 10. Thus, while ire latter serves the girdle- 
characteristic functions, the panel and crotch are free to 
serve in conjunction with the body, as a front panel rein- 
33 forcement productive of a stomach flattening effect, and 
also to form the forward edge portions of the leg open¬ 
ings 23. all in a manner such that the garment is rioptily 
and comfortably conformed to the legs of the wearer, 
but without that degree of clastic confinement which 
40 would produce indentation and localized bulging if the leg 
openings were defined by continuously endless tensioned 
elastic. The capacity of the front panel lo stretch down¬ 
wardly under tension transmitted from its erotch extent 
in the worn condition of the garment, results in a sup- 
45 plementation of inherent clastic properties of the panel 
by the added stretching, generally vertical, transmitted 
from the crotch. 

The invention contemp'ates an important added feature 
in the provision of a flcxib'e fabric, preferably nor-elas- 
50 ticized, crotch piece 24 sesvn at 25 to the lower from bot¬ 
tom edge of the body, this crotch p ; cc; converging down¬ 
wardly lo a seam attachment at 26 to the narrowed crotch 
extent of the overling panel 13. Thus, in the worn con¬ 
dition of the garment and in which the panel is stretched, 
®5 tension is transmitted hy the crotch piece 24 to the front 
bottom of 1 the body to supplement the clastic confine¬ 
ment which the body otherwise a,fords, by exerting a 
downward and generally vertical pull contributing to the 
stomach flattening effect, and in this respect, supplement- 
e0 mg a similar function and effect of the panel 13.

August 12, 1963, which was promptly answered by amendment 
dated August 27, 1963, 

Assuming that Examiner's search in the prior appli¬ 
cation may have developed the most pertinent art. and t! ..t 
such art may be the moat portinent applicable to «« pre-ci t 
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application, it is desired in the interest of expediting prose¬ 
cution of this caso to make of record the references (Rosenthal 
2,763,000 and Roura et al 2,098,918) cited in the earlier appli 
cation, and the following remarks presented in the August 27, 
1963 amendment pertaining thereto. 

"Upon review of tne specification. Examiner will 
note primarily the structures and functions of the 
front elasticlzcd panel 18 in its particular overlying 
relation to the body of the garment. A general objective 
to be achieved is to supplement the body shaping and 
confining capacities of the underlying n l.rdl«-1 ike 
section of the garment, with at. overlying elastlcl-

4a and 5a only are elastic. The front of the garment 
has no component either inside or outside, corres¬ 
ponding tc applicant's panel 1C. 

"The claims aro considered to clearly distinguish 
patcntably over tho references in claiming a front 
panel of elastic material which is defined as over¬ 
lying the body, and having in ovcrlvlon relation there¬ 
with the side edge extents and configurations as de¬ 
fined. To further emphasizo thn effect of these dis- 
* , tinctionu, the panel is now characterised au el.Vitir.-all/ 
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imposing. In the worn condition of the garment, 
stomach flattening force upon the underlying 
body." 

Since the claims in Serial 238,934 would appear to 
be clearly allowable over the cited references, it ia believed 
that the claims in the present case which are similarly and 
further limited with respect to the flexible crotch piece.

13 ably provided with outwardly turned points or 
enlargements. Indicated at 13 and IS' so as to 
create a greater width at that transverse section 
than even at the crotch portion 14. 

The front portion IS of the member 12 prefer- 
20 ably extends to the waist of the garment utid 
in the region of said waist Is appreciably wider 
than the narrow section 15 which, when the gar¬ 
ment Is un the tody. Is located In the lower front 
portion of the garment. 

»5 The rear portion 13 may be pointed as shown 
In Figs. 3 and 4. The length of the rear portion 
13 may vary but preferably snld rear portion at 
Its Juncture with the crotch portion 14 Is wider 
than said crotch portion so es to form the points 
30 19 and 19*. 

The crotch member 12 Is preferably mnde of 
material which Is resillcntly stretchable longi¬ 
tudinally of sold member but which is not yield¬ 
ingly stretchable transversely. As a result, when 
35 the meritbrr 12 Is applied lo the body the front 
portion or extension 15 Is ylcldobly stretchable 
vertically but .lot horizontally. The sides or the 
crotch portion 14, said sides being Indicated at 
17 and 17”, are ndnptcd to cover the opposing 
40 inner sides of Ihe legs of the wearer and arc 
stretchable peripherally of the legs. The rear 
portion or extension 13 Is upwardly directed, as 
shown In Fig. 3, and Is stretchable vertically, 
thereby facilitating tending movements of the 
43 body of the wearer, but such rear portion 13 Is 
not stretchable horizontally and thereby suitably 
flattens the middle portion of the buttocks. 

The garment also comprises a body member. 
Indicated at 29. which Is attached to the longl- 
50 tudlnal edges of the forward extension 15 of the 
member 12. as Irdlcated at 21 and 22. The body 
member 20 Is adapted to cover the sides or hips 
of the wearer and may extend completely across 
the back, as Illustrated In Fig. 3. The edges of 
55 the rear portion 13 may tit into a suitable cut-out 
portion In the lower back of the body member 20 
fas shown In Fig. 3) and be connected as along 
the edges 23 and 24 with said body member 20. 
The body member 20 may be of any desired height 
Co *o as to pla-.e the lower edges 10 ar.d II of the 
body garment In a suitable poMtlon on the legs of 
the wearer. These lower edges 10 and II extend 
to below the cru'ch of the wearer, at least near 
the center front of the garment, since the body 
03 member 23 Is attached to the edges of the mem¬ 
ber II down to 'he points 13 and I0‘ and forms 
actual lee cove;'age. 

It Is to be noted th >t the lers of the garment 
are formed of the body member and of the rnar- 
jo clnal .'‘ices of the crotch portion 14. Preferably, 
the body member 23 Is refill, ntly stretchable both 
voillealiy ei.d horizontal;/ r.nd thereby the fin¬ 
ished garment l> rendered c suable of accommo¬ 
dating a variety of bodilv contours and of mold- 
75 lug ihe bud./ to a desired forra. Inasmuch ns 


the forward extension 15 of the member 12 Is 
yieldingly stretchable vertically, such forward 
portion 15 wall stretch vertically simultaneously 
with the ndje*.r_pg portions of the body member 
23 and no puckers, wrinkles or folds will l>; visible. 5 

By reason of the width of the member 12 In 
the region cf the crotch ns at 14, the garment 
can not be readily laid flat but Instead assumes 
nn appearance such as Indicated In Fig. 1. the 
fullness of the crotch resulting in folds generally to 
Indicated at 14 in Fig. 1. The narrow zone or 
constriction 15 I.valid In the l.y.vcr front of the 
garment, overlying the pubic region. Increases 
the yieldability of the garment In the region'of 
the buttocks ar.d prevents undesirable strains 13 
when the wearer moves the legs. It Is to be 
noted that the constriction 16 is substantially 
at a zone where the groin lines of Ihe wearer 
would intersect. thereby giving greater freedom 
to the body during running, bending, etc., since 20 
a large amount cf r.'slllertlly st'ctchable material 
of the body {>ir.:cn 20 Is th reby embodied in 
the front of the gzrment in the region of the 
groins. 

In the modified form of garment shown In Fig. 23 
5 the rear extension. Indicated at 13*. Is shown 
extcndlrg to the waist in the back of the wearer; 
such elongated rear portion 13’ may he of any 
suitable width but is preferably relatively narrow 
at or In the region of the waist. 30 

It Is to be noted that that section of the crotch 
member 12 between the points *9 and 19 or II* 
and 13* Is not attachrd to the body member 20. 
The points IS and II* give rise to an Increased 
width of the crotch member 12 Immediately be- 35 
low the narrow constriction 10 so that further 
freedom is Imparted to the leg portions of the 
garment. 

Although In the preferred form of garment the 
entire crotch member 12 Is unitary, it Is to be 40 
understood that such crotch member 12 may be 
made from tw o cr more pieces of material. Pref¬ 
erably, however, the member 12 Is of one piece 
and, as stated hereinbefore, such piece Is resill- 
*ntly stretchable longitudinally but not Irons- 45 
verscly. Whe.i the rearward extension 13* Is en¬ 
larged. as shown In Fla. 5. then the body member • 
20 may be cie of two pieces, each extending 
from one edge cf the front portion 15 to the 
edge of the rear portion II*. 60 

I claim; • 

1. In a body garment of the character de¬ 
scribed and provided with a waist portion, the 
combination of: a crotch member which In ex¬ 
tended form cc—prises a rear portion, a front 55 
portion end an lriermedlate crotch portion, said 
crotcu member t-eir.'s resilicntly stretchable longi¬ 
tudinally but net transversely, the front portion 
of said member being adapted to traverse the . 
abdomen to tbe waist portion, said front portion 
being relatively wide In the region of the waist 
and rarrotr at the lower portion of the front of 
the carment; the Intermediate crotch portion of 
said member being sufficiently wide to cover the 
crotch of the - .v.rcr and extend downwardly 
along opposing Inner sides of the leg? when on 
the wearer: the.- rrourc strict inn being adapted 
to overlie the p'.iic region and b.lns inatt-i tally 
narrower than '.+•« front portion In tho region of 
the abdomen and narrower than raid crotch per- 9® 
tlon; nr.d a body member adapted to rc-Miiently 
stretch vertically and horizontally, attached to 
tlie edscs ot szJd front portion of the crotch 
member, adapted to cover the hips and also at¬ 
tached to tlie rear portion of the crotch member 95 
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nt the back; mid rear portion of the crotch mem¬ 
ber extending upwardly toward the waist, the 
lower edge portions of the body member co- 
nctlng with the edge areas of the crotch portion to 
5 form a pair of separately movable leg-enclrcllog 
pants. 

2. In a body garment of the character described 
and provided with a wiist portion, the combina¬ 
tion of n body member adapted to cover the back' 
10 and sides ami adapted to resUlcntl 7 stretch both 
vertically and horizontally. aud n crotch portion 
connecting the bade of said member nnd extend¬ 
ing upwardly In front to the waist portion and 
a'tachcd to the edges cf the side member In front. 
IS ».dl crotch portion being clastic and rcslllently 
stretchable vertically and substantially not 
stretchable horizontally, said crotch portion being 
provided with a relatively wide section In the 
region of the waist cf the garment and a nar- 
20 row section nt the lower portion of the front of 
the garment overlying the pubic region, the 
crotch portion being wider than said narrow sec* 
tlon nnd wider than the crotch of the wearer 
and adapted to cover the crotch end opposing 
23 Inner sides or the legs cf the wearer, portions of 
the body member adjacent the lower edges 
thereof and edge portions of the crotch portion 
combining to form a pair of separately movable 
lcg-encIrcllng pants. 

SO 3. In a garment of the character described, the 
combination of: side members adapted to covet 


the sides of the body from the region of the waist 
down to below the hips, said aide members ex¬ 
tending over nt least a portion of the front and 
back of the body; a continuous rtrtp of longitu¬ 
dinally stretchable material differing In width 0 
and adnpted to extend over the abdomen do wn¬ 
wardly. then through the crotch between the legs, 
said strip comprising a wl-lc portion adapted to 
cover the abdomen, a wide crotch portion, said 
crotch portion being adapted to cover the crctch 13 
und extend downwardly over opposing inside 
surfaces cf the Iocs, a rear terminal portion 
adapted to be attached to the side members at 
the back of the wearer, and a narrow constric¬ 
tion between said wide abdominal portion and 14 
the crotch portion, said narrow constriction being

Be it known that I, Mary F. Peck, a citizen of the 
United Stales of America, residing at Evanston. in the 
county of Cook and State of Illinois, have invented a new, 
original, and ornamental Design for a Panly Girdle, of 
which the following is a specification, reference being 
had to the accompanying drawing, forming a part thereof.

This Invention his to do with Improvements In 
foundation garments of the girdle and combina¬ 
tion elrdle-panMe type designed to clve desired 
shapo to the wearer b 7 selective support and con¬ 
finement principally of the abdomert nnd hips. 

The general and major object of the Invention 
Is to provide an improved foundation garment 
construction having the particular advantages In 
addition to Its economy and simplicity, of com¬ 
bined selectivity end elastic confinement cf the 
body portions to be supported, together with de¬ 
sirable comfort and freedom for easy movement 
by the wearer, ’.'ore specifically, the Invention 
provides for proper sh: pe-produclng support of 
the abdomen with elastic confinement of the hips, 
while assuring the wearer’s comfort at the upper 
waist edge of the garment and permissible leg 
movement free from the mere highly tensioned 
or stretch-resistant portions of the garment per¬ 
forming primarily supporting functions. 

Structurally, the garment ha.i an elastic body, 
preferably comprising a ply of fabric material 
having elastic inserts or threads rendering It elas¬ 
tic both horizontally end vertically, the front of 
the body containing a relatively Inelastic, non- 
elastic or unldlrectionally clastic section designed 
to fit and support the abdomen. The invention 
Is primarily concerned with elastic reinforcement 
of the bedy rly in a manner riving the materinl 
greater resistance to s.trctchlng locally within 
areas so positioned at oppesita sides of the less 
clastic or unldlrectionally clastic section ns to 
best serve Its supporting funefona, while leaving 
the body ply elsewhere more freely flaxlble for 
the comfort and convenience cf the wearer. 

Accordlnj to its preferred construction, tho 
elastic body ply Is reinforced by additional plies 
extending tngnlirly from cnpos'ile sides of the 
central section to npprou'mately the sides of the 
garment, .l.e general course of the reinforcement 
pltej bring downwardly and outwardly e.hovc a 
more freely clastic area below tho reinforcement, 
and below a more freely clastic extent of the 
body ply at the top of the garment. As will 
appear, provision ms 7 be made for a horizontally 
lea clastic or horl-ontnlly Inelastic Insert panel 
also In the seat of the rarm< nt. but without the 
reinforcement used in conjunction .vith the front 
insert, so that the scat portion has easier and 
comfortable si rctchablltty. 

AH the various features and objects of the In¬ 
vention ns well as Mis details of an Illustrative 
embodiment will be further and clearly under¬ 
stood from the follcwlnj description of the ac¬ 
companying drawing, la which;

comfort In the lec movements of the wearer by 
reason of any excessive resistance or tensioned 
condition of the lower front portion of the gar¬ 
ment. it will be noted that the lower reinforce¬ 
ment ply se: m lines *9 extend downwardly and 
outwnrdly from the Insert II from locations sub¬ 
stantially midway vertically of the raiment, leav¬ 
ing unrcluforecd areas 21 of the circle ply body 
material which contact the legs and by reason 
of relatively less rcslstarcc to stretching.-permit 
free and comfortable movements of the wearer. 
As Illustrated, the usual carters and appendages

In the 
form of a pantle girdle having leg portions 
formed by said body material, said front panel ex¬ 
tending downwardly to the crotch of the Garment 

1 j and raid lower scam lines extending to near the 
bottoms of said leg portions. 

4. A carment p.s deilned In claim 1, In which 
said front panel has upper and lower sides con¬ 
verging respectively upwardly and downwardly 

20 to near the top and bottom edges of the earment * 
from locations vertically Intermediate those edges. 

5. A carment as defined In claim 1, In which 
said front panel has upper and lower sides con¬ 
verging respectively upwardly and downwardly 

23 to near the top and bottom edges of the carment 
from locations substantially midway between tho 
last mentioned edges, so that said lower seam 
lines extend downwardly nr.d outwardly from the 
lower downwardly and Inwardly divergent sides or 

30 the front panel, said seam lines termlnetlng near 
the median sides of tho carment and being Inter¬ 
connected, by vertically extending scams.

OLGA ERTESZEX. 
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Tbu invention relates to improved girdles of a typo 
particularly idapted for attaining a highly effective sup¬ 
port of the wearer's body with a garment of very small 
sire, and particularly in a manner allowing for maxi¬ 
mum freedom of leg movement. 

In a girdle, it is of course highly important that the 
lower edge portion of the back rart of tile girdle be very 
positively held against the wearer's body, to assure close 
fitting of the girdle at that Jocatio.,, in a manner attain¬ 
ing the desired smooth contour of the body. To achieve 
this close filling at the rear, it has heretofore been thought 
necessary to design a girdle to extend downwardly about 
as far at the front of the wearer as at the rear. How¬ 
ever, such extension of the garment downwardly at the 
front has resulted in undu e restrictio n o f the legs at that 
location, so that the Tegs can not move as freely as 
would be desired. 

The general object of the present invention is to pro¬ 
vide a girdle in which full support is provided at the 
rear, and full support for the stomach is provided at the 
front, bin all w ithout any .interferen ce w ith complete 
fresdojtuotjhelcgs. Such freedom is attained by form¬ 
ing the girdle body so that its lower edge is muc h htfhcg 
In lhe front of the girrhehTflian at_ the rear, and then 
providing the garment with ela.tic reinforcing"material 
which is specially cut and positioned to 'ransmit pulling 
forces between different levels at the front and back. 
More specifically, this reinforcing materia! extends from 
the front of the girdle rearwardly along its opposite sides, 
and then at least partially across the hack of the garment, 
and in extending rearwardly the reinforcing material is 
inclined downwardly. At ths.it.oat of the garment, the 
inclined Reinforcing material exerts a pud at the stomach 
lcvefnf?eietab!y_pulling’ against jt.fronf panel, to thin, 
provide for front support exactly where needed.. At the 
rear, tSe same reinforcing material pulls inwardly at a 
lower level, specifically at the bottom ol the bullocks, to 
assure a close fitting at that location. Desirably, the 
reinforcing material forms two strips at opposite sides 
of the girdle, which strips may be of greater vertical 
extent at the front than at the rear. The rear ends of 
the strips shoulj be spaced apart horizontally at the 
back of the garment, to proviJe an unteinforced por¬ 
tion of the girdle at that location which is more readily 
stretchable than the rcinforceJ areas. 

The front panel is preferably of n material having 
veni'caT" elasticity but which it relatively inelastic hori¬ 
zontally.'. The rc»t of the girdle body and the reinforcing 
rha:trial may be both horizontally and vertically clastic. 

The above and other features and objects of the pres¬ 
ent invention will be better anJcrttooJ irom the follow¬ 
ing dctailsJ description of the typical embodiment illus¬ 
trated in lit: accompanying drawing in which: 

Fig. I shows a lady wearing a girdle constructed in 
accordance with the invention; 

Fig. 2 is an enlarged siJe view of the girdle ns it ap¬ 
pears in use, 

Fij.Jjva float view of the girdle; 

Fig v 4 is a rear view of the [irdlc;

Fig. 7 is tin enlarged fragmentary view cf lbs two-way 
stretch material utilized in most of the panels of the 
girdle. 

In ths drawing, the girdls is represented at 19, and 
6 includes n number of panels of elastic cheat material 
stitched together in a manner forming t girdls body 
adapted to extead continuously r.bout end thus effectively 
confine the wearer’s body. Ths upper edge 11 of the 
girdle may extend approximately directly horizontally as 
10 it extends about the wearer, while ths lower edge 12 of 
the girdle is so formed as to bs considerably higher at 
the front of the garment than at its rear. More specifi¬ 
cally, the lower edge 12 may extend substantially directly 
horizontally across ths rear of ths girdle, as seen clearly 
15 in Figs. 2, 3 and 4, with edge 12 then advancing progres¬ 
sively upwardly as it extends forwardly along ths op¬ 
posite sides of the girdle end then inwardly at its front. 
The upward curvature of lower edge 12 may be relatively 
gradual along ths opposite sides of the girdle (see Fig. 2), 
20 and may then increase to a more abrupt upward in¬ 
clination at 13 as the edg; 12 advances across the front 
of the garment to the highest portion 14 of that edge. 
This peak portion 14 is located at the very center of (he 
side to side extent of the front of the garment. The 
23 rear lowest horizontal portion 15 of the lower edge 12 
it at a level beneath the buttocks of the wearer, while 
the forward high portion 14 of edge 12 is at a level which 
is spaced above the level of lower portion 15 a distance 
X which may be at least about one-third and preferably 
30 approximately one-half of the maximum vertical extent 
Y of Use garment. Thus, the vertical extent Z of the 
front center portion of the garment should be not greater 
than about oric-half to two-thirds of the vertical extent Y 
of the rear portion of the garmeot. 

35 To describe now the various panels from which the 
girdle 10 is formed, these panels may.include.!.front 
panel 16 extendingjeross and confinin g ihe stom ach of 
tht'wearerj Iwo opposite side panels 17, a rear panel lti, 
antntwcTreinforcins sheets of elastic material 19 which 
40 are stitched to ihe inner side of and reinforce panels 17. 
The front panel 1C is formed o f on e-way stretch sheet 
material which is relatively 'free ly elastically stretchable 
in a veriicaI~di.-cclion.~but is subs tanti ally non si rctchf 
*birir~a hdrizontaI~direeti5n: That is. panel lS~has 
45 elasliJTifcatis extending - Vertically, but has substantially 
non-stretchable threads extending horizontally or from 
side to side. All of the other panels 17, 13 and 19 are 
formed of two-way stretch material, which is very freelv 
stretchable both horizontally and vertically. This two- 
50 way stretch material o. panels 17, 13 and 19 may have 
its main or largest elastic threaJs 21 (see Fig. 7) ex¬ 
tending substantially directly horizontally about the gar¬ 
ment, as indicated by arrows 23 in the ditferent figures, 
while the smaller or secondary elastic threads 22 of the 
05 material, of panels 17, 13 and 19 may extend directly 
vertically. The upper edges of panels 16, 17 and IS may 
be turned downwardly a: Ihe inner side of the garment, 
is seen at 23 in Fig. 5, with an elastic band 24 being 
xtilchcd to the inner side of this downturnad upper edge 
00 portion 23 of the garment and extending along the enure 
extent of upper edge II. This banJ 24 may be of a 
material which is stretchable horizontally, but rot sub¬ 
stantially stretchable vertically. Similarly, Uit panels 
16, 17 and 13 may ba turned upwardly and inwardly 
05 along ths luwer edge 12 of Ihe garment (ax seen at 23 in 
Fig. 6 ). with a longitudinally but not transverxely stretch¬ 
able clastic band 26 being stitched to Ihe inner side of 
Ihe upturned lower edge portions of the panels. At in 
the cate of band 24, r. single band 76 e-terds continuous- 
|y along tit* entire circular extent of lower eJge 12 of 
the garment. 

The front p'nel 16 of tbe garment desirably is cf the 
essentially diamond slnp.-d confi.-ir.atiji shown in Fit. 3. 
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bavins a pair of opposite lids edges v/hich, in extending 
downwarJIy from upper edge 11 to lower edge 12 of the 
garment. first diverge at 27 to roints 2S of maximum 
width, and then conven e at 29 to a rcJuccJ width lower 
and portion 30 at the location 14. Thus, the panel 10 is of 
very narrow wiJth at both the upper anJ lower edges of 
the garment. The two side panels 17 have forward edf.es 
which diverfe and then converge in exact correspondence 
with edges 27—29 of front panel 16, and which are 
Hitched to those diverting and converging edges 27—29 
along their entire vertical extents between upper and 
lower edges It and 12, as indicated by the stitching at 31 
in Figs. 1 to 3. At the rear of the garment the two side 
panels 17 are stitched to the opposite side edges of the 
vertically extending rear panel 10 along two generally 
parallel and generally vertical seams 32 (see Tig. 4) 
extending the entire height of the rear portion of the 
garment. Between the forward seams 31 and rear seams 
32 the two side panels 17 extend continuously from upper 
edge 11 of the garment to lower edge 12, and similarly 
the rear panel 18 extends for the entire height of the 
garment between edges 11 and 12. 

The two reinforcing panels 19 are stitched to the inner 
aides of the two side panels 17 respectively, and spe¬ 
cifically along upper and lower stitching lines 33 and 34. 
These stitching lines follow the upper and lower edges 
respectively of the reinforcing panels 19, which panels 
have a considerably greater vertical extent at the front 
of the garment than at its rear. At the front of the gar¬ 
ment, the reinforcing panels 19 are cut to exactly meet 
and conform to the first diverging and then converging 
opposite side edges 27—29 of front panel 16, and the 
front edges of reinforcing panels 19 are then stitched to 
panels 17 and 18 by the same stitching 31 that secures 
the corresponding edges of panel 16 to panels 17. At 
the rear of the garment, the rearmost edges of reinforc¬ 
ing panels 19 may be stitched to panels 17 and 18 along 
the same seam lines 32 at which panels 17 are secured 
to panel IS. 

At the front Of the garment, the vertical extent of 
leinforciog panels 19 may be equal to the major portion 
of the vertical extent of panel 16 and the garment at the 
front location, and preferably panels 19 extend along 
almost the entire vertical height of the garment at the front 
edges of panels 19. As the panels 19 extend rearwarJIy 
along the opposite sides of the garment, the panels 19 
decrease lo vertical extent, and also advance progressively 
downwardly, lo be connected to rear panel IS at only its 
lowermost portion. The vertical extent Y of the garment 
at Its rear should be several times as great as Ihe vertical 
extent A of the rearmost portions of panels 19. As seen 
best in Figs. 2 and 4, these rearmost portions of panels 
19 connect to back panel IS at the bottom of the buttocks 
of the wearer, so that panels 19 tend to pull tne lower 
edge 12 of the garment inwardly at that location to 
lightly conform to Ihe contour of the wearer's body. To 
described somewhat more specifically the configuration of 
panels 19, the lower eJgc 34 of each of these panels meet 
• corresponding one of the downwardly converging side 
edges 19 of panel 16 at a point 3S rather near the bottom 
edge 11 of the garment. From this point, edge 34 ex¬ 
tends rather abruptly downwardly and rearwarJIy, to 
ultimately coiacide with Ihe stitching 36 which secures 
band 26 to the siJe panel, and to follow that stitching 

36 until the bottom stitching 34 snd 36 meet one of the 
seams 32 it substantially a common point.

20 I. A girdle comprising a girdle body adapted to ex¬ 
tend about and confine-n wearer's body at the hip loca¬ 
tion and at least partially formed of clastic material, 
said girdle body having a forward portion adapted 
to extend across the front of a wearer's stomach, the 
23 bottom of said girdle body being defined by a lower 
edge which extends across the bottom of said forward 
portion at a relatively high location to allow fs.ll leg 
freedom and v/hich Is adapted to extend across the back 
of tbe wearer at a lower level to effectively confine 
30 the lower portion of the buttocks, said lower edge being 
inclined downwardly as it extends from the front of 
the girdle body to the rear, there being elastic rein¬ 
forcing material attacked to and reinforcing said girdle 
body and forming at each' side thereof a strip of ni¬ 
ls tcrial occupying n major extent of the vertical dimen¬ 
sion of said front portion of the girdle body and ex¬ 
tending from near the top of said front portion down¬ 
wardly and rearward!-/ along the sides and then at least 
partially across the back bottom portion of the girdle body 
40 near .’a lower edge svbcrc the reinforcing material occu¬ 
pies a minor extent of the vertical dimension of the girdle 
body. 

2. A girdle as recited in claim 1, in which said front 
portion of the girdle body is a front panel adapted to ex- 

43 tend across and confine the stomach of a v/carcr, said 
reinforcing material at the two sides of the girdle body 
being secured essentially to opposite side edges of the 
front pan:!. 

3. A girdle as seclted in claim 1, in which said front 
30 portion of the girdle body is a front pane) adapted to 

extend across and confine the stomach of tbe wearer, 
said reinforcing material at the two sides of the girdle 
body being secured essentially to opposite side edges 
of the front panel, said front panel being formed of elxt- 
33 tie material which it vertically elastic but relatively in¬ 
elastic horizontally, most of the rest of the gird'e body 
and said reinforcing material being clastic both bori- 
aontally and vertically. 

4. A girdle to recited in claim 1. in which said rein- 
30 forcing-material at the two sides of the girdle body has 

rear end portions which extend partially across the back 
of tbe girdle and then lermisatcs in two horizontally 
spaced ends of the material, there being an clcstic por¬ 
tion of the girdle boJy between said ends of the rein-

OLOA ERTESZEK. 
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This Invention has to do with women's foundation gar* 
merits, and is directed particularly to improvements in 
girdles, (ilhtrof the simple girdle or panty girdlcjTorms. 

The Invention has for its general'purpose to provide 
• novel girdle construction having the principal advan¬ 
tages of greater freedom to the wearer, especially at 
the front waist line, combined'with mo re effective center 
o r abdo mi nal su pport and confinement to the desired 
shape. In accomplishing this purpose, I employ com¬ 
binations of relatively elastic a nd l ess elastic matc'riels 
afrang ejin bchl eypa 'h'el and sjtlc secti ons, all in a unique 
relation which in conjua'ctiorf'witH a particular front 
top or waist shape of the garment tends to give a highly 
effective and yet free and comfortable support to the ab¬ 
domen. 

As will appear, the present garment is characterised 
by shaping the front upper edge to extend downwardly 
and inwardly toward the center, in a wide V-pattern, 
for the dual purpose of lending freedom at the waist 
and giving angular extrnt to the upper side sections of 
(he garment inclining to the center panel. The front of 
the garment is occupied by a center panel shaped prefer¬ 
ably to have downwardly end outwardly inclined top 
edges and longer downwardly and inwardly inclined 
aide edges extending to rear Ihe bottom of the garment. 
The front panel nas a characteristic of relative rigidity 
in that while it may be elastically stretchable vertically, 
it is noo-elastic horizontally and therefore is relatively 
resistant to stretch, or has little stretch in that direction. 
Lower side sections, elastic horizontally and vertically, 
are aewed to the lower side edges of the center panel. 
The advantageous supporting features of the garment are 
contributed largely by Ihe provision of upper side sec¬ 
tions, adjacent the waist line, which are sewed to the 
lower side sections and to the outwardly inclined upper 
edges of Ihe center panel. These upper side sections 
are made elastic in a direction of stretch and pull gen¬ 
erally paralleling Ihe inclined waist edge, and thus when 
the garment is worn, exert an upward and outward pull 
on the center panel tending very effectively to press it 
against and confine the abdomen to the predetermined 
ahape of Ihe garment. 

The various features and objects of the invention will 
be understood more clearly and fully from the follow¬ 
ing detailed description of an illustrative embodiment 
ahown by the accompanying drawing, in which: 

Fig. 1 is a view showing tl-.e front of a panty girdle, 
as worn, embodying tiic invention and illustrating the 
structural and functional relationship of Ihe panel and 
sections referred to hereinabove; and 

Fi,. 2 is a rear vissv of the girdle. 

The garment structure is shown to include a front 
paoel 10 made of a fabric having clastic ihrcaJs running 
vertically so that the panel has stretchability and elasticity 
in a vertical direction. However, the panel material Joes 
not have eo.Tcspotulir.j elastic threads running trans¬ 
versely or horizontally, and consequently the panel has

little stretchability in that direction. The lower side 
edges 11 of the panel and v/h-clt estenj preferably the 
greater portion of its length, converge downwardly to 
the crotch which, in the case of a panty girdle, is formed 
5 by a freely flexible light-weight fabric 12. 'Ihe upper 
aide edges 13 of the panel have opposite angularity and 
are convergent to the waist line or edge 14. 

T he side edges 11 of the front-panel arc sewed at IS 
to lower side sections 15 of the garment, the letter be¬ 
lt) ing made of a fabric having clastic threads running both 
horizontally and vertically so that the material is elas¬ 
tically stretchable in both of thesi directions. Although 
the invention is not primarily concerned with the con- 
atruclion of the rear of the garment as shown in Fig. 2. 
15 the latter is included to illustrate a typical rear con¬ 
struction which may consist of sections 17 having both 
horizontal and vertical stretchability and to which the 
front side sections 16 are sewed along die seam lines IS. 
and a vertically stretchable center panel 19 sewed to 
20 section 17 at 29. 

Referring again to Fig. 1. the garment includes a pair 
of upper front side sections 21 sewed respectively at 22 
and 23 to the top front Fane! edges 13 and the top edges 
of the side sections 16. At the rear sides of the garment. 
25 sections 21 may be sewed at 24 to section 17. The upper 
side sections 21 contain clastic threads running generally 
in the direction of the waist line 14. either in parallelism 
therewith or in about parallelism with the horizontal clas¬ 
tic threads in the side sections 16. Ordinarily ii will be 
80 preferred to give the upper side sections 21 vertical 
stretchability and elasticity by forming them of fabric 
containing clastic thicads which extend generally verti¬ 
cally of the garment. 

It is to be particularly noted that the top edge of the 
35 center panel 10 ar.d ihe sections 21 are so shaped as to 
give the waist edge 14 downward convergence to the 
center of the front panel in the form of a definite but 
rather wide V. By so shaping the garment at the waist 
line, the wearer is given very considerable freedom and 
40 comfort by reason of the lack of confinement above the 
center panel 10, and yet the latter retains sufficient ver¬ 
tical extent to support the abdomen and in cooperation 
with the rest of the garment, conform Ihe body to its 
shape. Particularl y effective su pp ort is r ;s; n the front 
45 -F an Sl an< * '^ e body area effected thereby, by rcavorTnoi 
only”of the laterally applied forces transmitted by stretch¬ 
ing the side sections 16, but particularly because of the 
outwardly elevating forces transmitted upon stretching 
of the upper side sections 21. In being attached to the 
s0 outwardly inclined front panel edges 22. and having elas¬ 
ticity generally in the direction of the downwardly con¬ 
vergent waist line, these side sections tend when stretched, 
to exert upward and outward pull on the front panel, 
thus applying thereto elevating and body-shaping forces 
jj in a manner ntosl effective for cunformance with the 
shi-pe characteristics of the garment. 

Thus by virtue of the combined features of the V- 
shape given the waistline and the outwardly elevating 
effects of the sections 21 in relation to the center panel 
g g 10. it is made possible to achieve both freedom from 
confinement at the front waist line of the garment and 
complete support iherehclow. 

It is to be further observed that the materials are folded 
under as indicated at 25, to double thickness at the waist 
. line. The resulting seam thus has greater resistance to 
stretching, and extending in Ihe direction of Ihe wide V 
waist line, the added resistance ix imposed in directional 
similarity, .hus increasing the tension effect transmitted 
to the center panel 10 at its upper, outwardly inclined

2. A girdle as recited in claim I. in which said center 
panel is formed of a single piece of material extending 
across the entire area thereof and containing only vertical 
clastic threads, each of said top side panels being formed 
of a single piece of elastic material sewed to both the 
center panel and the corresponding lower side section. 

3. A girdle having a front downwardly and inwardly 
sloping wide V waist edge lending freedom to the wearer 
at the front waist, a front center panel defined along its 
opposite sides by first edges which extend downwardly 
and outwardly from near the central portion of said waist 
edge, and by second edges which extend downwardly and 
inwardly from the lower extremities of said first edges. 
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lower side sections for embracing the hips of the wearer 
and sewed to said second edges of the center panel, said 
lower side sections being formed of fabric having both 
horizontal and vertical elasticity and said center panel 
5 hiving relatively limited horizontal elasticity, and top 
side panels of relatively narrow vertical extent sewed

'J. A girdle as defi crl irfclaim 3,‘in v/luch'sard topside 
panels contain clastic threads inclined progressively up¬ 
wardly and outwardly from the ccnlcr panel in the 
stretched condition of the girdle when worn. 

20 6. A girdle as defined in claim J. in which said top 

side panels contain elastic threads inclined progressively 
upwardly and outwardly from the center panel in the 
stretched condition of the girdle when worn, and said 
center panel contains elastic threads running vertically 
25 only. -——-

Our Specifications people tell me that they have never seen a pantie girdle 
brief of exactly this construction e xcept that of Olga 's. However, some three or 
four years ago one of our girls came in with a bathing suit having a very similar con¬ 
struction and our foundation garment designers experimented with it a little bit. 

It is entirely possible that this type of construction has been anticipated in bathing 
suits without having spread to pantie girdle briefs. Since we are not in the bathing 
business, we are not knowledgeable about constructions which bathing suit manufac¬ 
turers use.
